Order-in-Council 
Announced; Sat. 


Suspension until May 1,-1938, of 
the Order-in-Council amending the 
rules of court in operation in Alberta 
in respect to the clerks of court ot- 
ing prevented from entering juug- 
ments against the government, has 
been carried out by terms of another 
Order-in-Council, annoucement of 
which was made on Saturday. 

The amending order was passed 
on Sept. 24 provided that no clerk of 
ize court or registrar, unless author- 


ized to do so, should ‘file or enter, 
‘permit to be filed or entered, any 
statement of claim, petition, origin- 
ating notice, statement of defence, 
counter claim, reply, record, notice 
lot motion, notice of appeal of any 
other notice pleading or proceeding 
of any nature whatsoever which con- 
tains any allegation, statement or 
prayer which in any manner ques- 
tions or contests the constitutional 
validity of any act of the legislature 
of the province of Alberta.”

But in spite of all this wealth, the 
Wendel family lived in the past. 

John Gottlieb Wendel died in 
1914, up to the time of his death, he 
had all his suits of clothes copied 
exactly from a suit he had pur 
chased at the end of the Civil War 
The suit was kept in the same box 
in which it had been delivered forty 
years earlier, and he had eighteen 
copies of it made at one time. He 
wouldn’t wear any fabric that had 
been dyed; so when he wanted a 
black suit, he got the wool from a 
firm in Scotland which supplied him 
with wool shorn especially from 
black sheep. 

He carried an umbrella, rain or 
anes winter and summer. 

He had one straw hat which he 
wore year after year until it liter- 
ally fell apart, but at the beginning 
of each season, he had it varnished 
a bright, new, shiny black. 

He believed that all manner of 
mysterious diseases were contracted 
through; the feet so he had the soles 
of his shoes made of gutta percha 
an inch thick to insulate him against 
the germs in the ground. 

In his day, John Gottlieb Wendel 
was New York’s biggest one-man 
landlord. He grew rich simply by 
sitting tight and letting the city 
grow up around him. 

The Wendel sisters were violent- 
ly opposed to drink; they once re- 
fused to sign a million-dollar lease 
until they were promised that the 
first-aid kit and the medicine cabi- 
net to” be used in the building 
wouldn’t contain more than a pint 
of alcohol. In spite of that, after 
their death, ten thousand dollars’ 
worth of rare wines, whiskies, and 
champagnes were found in their cel- 
lar. It had lain untouched so long 
that hundreds of bottles had turned 
to vinegar. 

John Gottlieb Wendel had seven 
sisters, and he did all in his power 
to keep them from marrying. He 
feared that if thoy aa.n.ad cod had 


children, the estate would be broken 
up. So he warned them that all men 
were after their money, and when 
suitors came to call on them, he 
frankly told them not to call again. 

Only one .of the sisters, Miss 
Rebecca, married; and she didn’t 
marry until she was sixty years old. 
The others faded into a desolate old 
age and died without companions. 
[he story of their wasted lives is a 
pitiful illustration of how little 
money, in itself, can mean. 

Georgianna, the most spirited of 
the sisters, fought against her family 
restrictions until she developed a 
persecution: mania and. had to be 
sent away. For twenty years, she 
was confined to an institution for 
the mentally ill, and, when she died, 
in 1930, most of her friends thought 
she had been dead for years. She 
was worth five million dollars, but 
it didn’t bring her five cents’ worth 
of happiness. 

Another sister, Josephine, lived 
done in one of the Wendel country | 
iouses surrounded by no one but 
servants. The pitiful part of it is 
hat she dreamed that the house 
was filled with noisy, happy chil- 
ren; and used to talk and play with 
hem. She imagined that people 
‘ame to see her, and she used to 
iave her servants set six places at 
the dinner table. As each course 
was served, she would change 
places, pretending that she was all 
of the guests in turn. 

One by one, as the sisters died, 
the rooms they had occupied were 
locked and the shutters closed; 
until finally Miss Ella left open only 
her bedroom, her dining-room down- 
stairs, and the large bare room up-| 
stairs where she and her sisters had 
passed their lonely school days. For 
years, she lived alone in that spooky, 
forty-room house with a few faith- 
ful old servants and her French 
poodle dog, Tobey. 

Tobey slept in Ella’s room in a 
little four-poster bed exactly like 
his mistress’, And Tobey ate his 
dog biscuits and pork chops in the’ 
dining-room at a special brass table 
spread with a velvet cloth. 

When Ella Wendel died, she left| 
millions of dollars to the Methodist! 
Church for missionary work; yet 
she herself had seldom gone to 
church. 

She died believing she hadn't a 
living relative in the world; but 
within a year, presto, two thousand 
three hundred alleged relatives 
sprang up like mushrooms al! over 
the earth. 

John Gottlieb Wendel never made 
a will. He said he “didn’t want any 
lawyer making money out of his 
property.” Well, the joke was on 
him, for before the estate was set- 
tled, not only one lawyer, but two 
hundred and fifty lawyers, had col- 
ected fees out of the gold-rush for 
the Weudel millions.

2. The Spreader ‘Table.

The blades and disk re- 
volve together horizontally. .Com- 
bine harvester-thresher straw spread- 
ers and: large tractor radiator fans 
may be used for the purpose. To do 
the most efficient work, the tips of 
the fblades should travel approxi- 
mately 2,400 feet per minute. A 
spreader table three feet in diameter 
would revolve about 254 times per 
minute. -It may not be possible to 
obtain this speed with parts and 
gearing available. However lower 
Bpeeds will give reasonably good re- 
sults. 

8. Methods of Driving. 


This wide-spread disease is an ex- 
pensive trouble-maker. It causes 
more iost time fram work and school 
than does any other disease.

While it is annoying, 1t 
receives but little attention as com- 
pared with the rather rare, but more 
startling because unusual, diseases.

Those who suffer from repeated 
colds should make sure that their 
nose and throat are in good condi- 
tion. Faults in structure may lie at 
the root of repeated or continued 
head colds. 

Clothing suited to the tempera- 
ture, both in and out of doors, pre- 
vents chilling of the body from 
either too little clothing or the 
chilling which follows upon exces- 
sive perspiration due to overctotning 
while indoors. Cold wet feet predis- 
pose to head colds. By keeping the 
feet dry, or by drying them prompt- 
ly if they do become wet, much

The newest and most 
attractive method is to make it 
without any cooking, and the addl- 
tion of orange gives it a new in- 
terest. At serving time it comes 
to the table side by side with the 
roast, in cubes which adorn the 
edge of the dinner plate. One of 
the advantages of this method is 
that it can be prepared at prac- 
tically the last minute because 
quick-setting gelatin requires only 
an hour to become firm.

fire. ’ 
Regular inspections are made of 
all properties from coast to coast, 


with special attention being given co 


hotels, summer camps, stations | and 
nolling equipment which shelter | and 
transport so many of our patrons 
each year, and * the fact that | the 
company ‘has not experienced a keri- 
ous loss from fire or loss of life in 
this class of risk speaks for itself. 

Let us peep behind the. scenes and 
see how this terrible demon fire is 
being shackled and the travelling 
public safeguarded. 

Hotels present a hazard common 
to all public institutions where a 
number of persons are accommodated 
and special attention is given them 
by the inspector to ensure the safety 
of guests, Regular systematic inspec- 
tions are made from basement to 
attic. The fire alarm system, water 
system, fire pumps, and all first aid 
appliances are subject to rigid tests. 
In addition these buildings nuve 
their own private fire brigaues and 
these are tested by sunprise alarms 
and drilled in their work of handling 
fire equipment, as well as being in- 
structed in fire hazards and to be 
watchful for any conditions that 
may cause fire. 

However careful these inspections 
may be, the human element enters 
into the question through careless 
smoking in bed, careless handling 
and, use of curling irons, flat irons 
and discarding of smoking material. 
We earnestly solicit the co-operation 
of patrons and employees in elimin- 
ating the risk from these hazards, 
which records show have caused 
mary fires with loss of life in vari- 
ous parts of the wonld. 

Summer hotels and camps present 
a different hazard owing to the n@& 
ture of their construction and sur- 
roundings, and’ are give extra atten- 
tion. Here we do not have the bene- 
fit of City or Town fire protection, 
but the railway has provided them 
with protection equalling that found 
in any of their city hotels. Efficient 
water service, fire alarm systems, 
first aid appliances, fire escapes, and 
an efficient private fire brigade is 
maintained and regularly subjected 
to rigid tests. Here guests can re- 
tire at night with the knowledge 
that danger of fire has been reduced. 
to a minimum. 

Rolling equipment is regularly in- 
spected for tazards common to this 
class of risk, not only in the large 
coach yards before the train is made 
up, but during journeys avross Can- 
ada. 

In addition to its regular fire in- 
spections of all properties, the rail- 
way conducts a campaign of fire 
prevention with a view to educating 
all employees in fire hazards and in 
eliminating fires both on-its own 
properties and also in the homes of 
the employees themselves. 

The best time to fight a fire is 
before it starts, and a few tips ou 
fire prevention may not be amiss at 
this point. : 

Campers should make absolutely 
certain that all camp fires are out 
before breaking camp. 

Never start a fire with gagoline or 
coal oil. 

Be careful with smoking material 
and matches; make sure match is 
out before throwing away. 

Strike matches away from you and 
never on box that is open, and don’t 
carry them loose in pockets. Keep 
them out of the reach of children 
and away from heating appliances, 
lamps, mice and rats. 

Lamps: Always fill during daylight 
and never when lamp is lit: Keep 
burner clean and wick well trimmed; 
Keep lamp away from combustible 
materia! and do not leave building 
with lamp burning; Pay careful at- 
tention to gasoline lanterns and use 
only dependable makes; Do not look 
into clothes closets with a lighted 
lamp or candle. , 

Radio: See that yo have a reli- 
able lightning arrestor or ground 
switch on your lead-in from aerial to 


Doughnuts for Hallowe’en 

No Hallowe'en frolic is complete 
without doughnuts and sweet cider 
so it behooves the hostess to get 
out her fat kettle and start to work. 

The terms doughnut, fried cake 
and cruller are used interchange- 
ably, but there really is a technical 
difference between them. Not that 
it matters much because one is just 
as good as another and we seldom 
mieet a genuine doughnut these days 
anyway. 

Doughnuts are bits of yeast dough 
sweetened and fried in deep fat. Our 
grandmothers made them and also 
made a point that they be called 
doughnuts and not fried cakes. 

Fried cakes are of the nature of 
quick bread dough sweetened or of 
a cake dough made thick enough to 
ew cut in rings and fry in deep 
at. 

Cruller is a Dutch word and 

@ means twist. Since the dough of 
crullers is the same as that of fried 
cakes, the shape is the distinguishing 
feature. 

So there is something in a name 
after all.

and risky electrical connections from 
source of power to the machine; 
Make a thorough and secure ground 
conmection at a ground piping when 
inside building. 

Hlectrical Equipment: Do not at- 
tempt electrical installations or al- 
terations in the home unless you are 
a qualified electrician. Many fires 
can be tracea to amateur’ wiring; 
Handle curling irons, flat irons and 
Other appliances of this kind with 
care and do not place them on com- 
bustible materials,. Some of the so- 
called ivory’ dressing table decor- 
ations have been found to be highly 
combustible; Beware of anything 
that has the smell of camphor; Do 
not use extension lamps. for bed- 
warming punposes. 

Heating: Make sure that chimneys 
are safe and free from accumulation 
of soot, and that they have not 
cracked inside roof space or attic 
owing to settling or movement of 
building; Keep stovepipes clean and 
free from soot and well supported; 
Keep stoves and ranges away from 
combustible walls and protect ad- 
jacent woodwork with metal shields; 
Make certain that, wall and ceiling 
thimbles where  stovepipes pass 
through are of sufficient size; Where 
stovepipes pass through blind at- 
tics place a guard around pipe té 
prevent material being accidentally 
piled against them; Do not dry wood 
in the oven. 

Rubbish: Keep premises clean and 
free from accumulation of rubbish. 
A clean floor, attic and basement 
will not cause fire, but if littered it 
will not only cause fire but spread 
fire, and retard its extinguishment; 
All oils and greases of vegetable and 
animal origin are subject to spon- 
taneous combustion, sc do not leave 
them lying around when used on 
cleaning rags, but dispose of them 
immediately after use. 

Gasoline: This liquid is one of our 
most valued aids to transportation, 
put is also regarded as the most 
dangerous of all hazards. Always re- 
spect it when outside its container; 
Don’t clean clothes with it inside 
your dwelling, and never place it in 
the tub of your washing machine. 
Never smoke in its presence or 
handle near open light; Never fill 
the tank of your automobile with- 
out grounding the nozzle of filling 
pipe or funmel on the tank of car. 
This to avoid static spark at this lo- 
cation; Always keep in safety can 
or can tightly sealed; Always treat 
gasoline as you would a deadly 
rattlesnake; The fumes from gaso- 
line are heavier than air and sink to 
any depressions or low spots, and 
the fumes have been known to travel 
along with a favorable movement of 
the air to a distant open light and 
flash back to container with disas- 
trous results.

If they are well made and 
you don't eat too many of them 
they are just as easy to digest as 
any other rich cake. The tempera- 
ture of the fat determines whether 
the cakes soak fat and become too 


greasy for easy digestion. 
coats and suits. 


The proper blending of materials 
is important, too. Thorough mix- 
ing is necessary but care should be 
taken’ not to over-mix the dough. 
Each ingredient should be thor- 
oughly incorporated in the mixture 
as it is added, but prolonged beat- 
ing results in hard, tough fried 
cakes. Chill the dough for an hour 
or longer before rolling. ‘This makes 
it easy to handle with the minimum 
amount of flour and insures tender, 
fluffy cakes. 

If you add 1 tablespoonful of 
vinegar to the frying fat the cakes 
will absorb less fat flavor. Always 
add the vinegar when you put the 
fat on to heat. Do not try to add 
cold vinegar to hot fat. If you for- 
got it in the beginning, let it go 


until the next time you make fried 
cakes.
